First Meeting of Peace 


Organization Opens in 


London This Morn 


Reach Agreement 
for Truce in China 
During Last Night 


London, Jan. 
10—(AP)—The 


United Nations Assembly, carry- 
ing forward the world's hopes for 
prevention of an atomic age war, 
came into being in battle-scarred 
London today and heard a bald 
warning that it holds in its hands 
the choice of "life or death" for 
mankind. 


The warning came from Brit- 


ain's Prime Minister Clement At- 
tlee after Dr. Eduardo Zuleta ot 
Columbia had called the delegates 
of the 51 United Nations to order 
at 4:03 p. m. (10:30 a. m., Central 
Standard Time). 


"It is for the people 
of 
the 


world, through their representa- 
tives, to make their choice be- 
tween life and death," Attlee de- 
clared in his blunt speech. 


Dr. Zuleta, temporary presi- 


dent of the assembly, told the de- 
legates in the blue, cream and 
gold central hall of Westminister 
Palace 
on Parliament 
Square 


that all must give their unquali- 
fied and unhesitating support to 
"save succeeding generations from 
the scourge of war." 


The American delegation took 


seats long before the last of the 
delegates had entered 
the hall. 


Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt sat on 
the left of Senator Connally (D- 
Tex). Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes sat on Connally's right.

Cultural Isolationism 


Speaking of immigration. James 


C. Petrillo said the other day, 
-\Ve're trying to see that foreign 
musicians, in person or on the 
air, don't get our jobs." 


This was just after the busy 


president of the American Feder- 
ation of Musicians had banned 
American broadcasts of music or- 
iginating in any foreign country 
except Canada. 


This in itself won't make much 


difference to 
most 
Americans. 


Few of us listen to foreign broad- 
casts. And our concert audiences 
could probably subsist on the mu- 
sic fare provided by musicians 
holding American union cards. 


However, it seems to be recog- 


nised that world co-operation de- 
pends to quite an extent on the 
understanding and tolerance which 
comes when various peoples are 
acquainted with the cultures and 
accomplishments of other coun- 
tries. The United Isations Organ- 
ization has thought such an ac- 
quaintance important enough to 
set up a cultural and educational 


• division to foster and increase it. 


But to Mr. P»trHlo the art of 


music, a potent promoter of in- 
ternational understanding, is sim- 
ply a unionized industry. Music 
is good or bad only insofar as its 
performer is a member in good 
standing of the A. F. M. 
All 


fiddlers are alike to him, be they 
Heifetz or a hill-billy, so long as 


pay their dues. 


Since foreign musicians don't 


belong to Mr. Petrillo's union, they 
can be kept off American concert 
stages whenever Mr. Petrillo says 
the word. The foreseeable result 
of this is international hurt fee"! 
ings. Foreign doors will be clos- 
et! to American musicians. Cul- 
tural and educational isolationism, 
bad enough at present, will in- 
crease. 


In spirit, this would not be un-

This is definitely hurting the 
cause of strikers.

Up; Supply is Gone 
in This Community 


Local Outlook Dark for 


Coming Year, Study 


of Realtors Says 


Dixon, like the rest of the na- 


tion's cities, has been suffering 
from a housing shortage since the 
war began. And. just like- the 
rest of the nation, this city will 
go right on suffering for some 
time to come—only more inten- 
sely than before. 


Such is the gloomy conclusion 


to be drawn from the opinions 
and experiences of half a dozen 
real estate firms in the city. 


The realtors contacted by the 


Telegraph concurred unaimously 
on most of the points involved, 
and the overwhelming facts are 
these: 
—1. The demand—for housing in 
Dixon has increased as much as 
40 or 50 per cent over the de- 
mand of a year ago. 


2. The number 
of 
available 


homes and apartments has shown 
a marked decrease—in fact, va- 
cancies do not exist. 


3. A steady increase in popula- 


tion further snarls the problem. 


4. The shut-down at the Green 


River Ordance plant did not ma-

Washington, Jan. 10—(AP) — 


With conflicting interests already 
apparent, the Federal Power com- 
mission will start taking testi- 
mony in Chicago Monday on ap- 
plications for additional natural 
gas pipelines to serve the mid- 
west. 


The first phase of a joint hear- 


ing was concluded here yesterday 
after 
presentation 
of opening 


statements from 
the companies 


involved and others that have in- 
tervened. Coal associations, rail- 
road groups and labor organiza- 
tions also were heard. 


Evidence in support of the posi- 


tions they outlined is to be sub- 
mitted at Chicago and later at 
Detroit. The date for the Detroit 
hearing will be set after the Chi- 
cago proceedings. 


The biggest project involved is 


a 570,000,000 pipeline that the 
Michigan-Wisconsin Pipeline com- 
pany seeks authority to build 
from Texas gas fields to serve 
parts of Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Iowa. 


It is to be considered at the 


Detroit hearing, but the company 
has intervened in applications of 
other companies to be heard at 
Chicago. These are the Natural 
Gas Pipeline company of America 
and its affiliate, Texoma Natural 
Gas company, and the Chicago 
District Pipeline company. 


Natural and its affiliate are re- 


questing authority to 
construct 


additional loops and lateral lines 
costing S17.347.946 to make in- 
creased gas deliveries in Illinois 
and Iowa. Part of Wisconsin also 
is included in its expansion plans. 


Groups opposing expanded nat- 


ural gas facilities 
included the 


National 
Coal 
association, the 


Uiiited Mine Workers of America. 
Railroad Operating Brotherhoods. 
Western Railroads and the Wis- 
consin Coal bureau. 


One of their pleas was that the 


applications be deferred pending 
the outcome of the FPC's current 
investigation into the utilization 
and conservation of natural gas.

Paris. Jan. 10.—One of the car- 


dinal policies of the De Gaulle 
government is absolute freedom of 
the press, not only for publication 
in France but for collection of 
news in this country to be printed 
abroad. 


There has been no censorship of 


any kind since V-J Day. You can 
write anything you wish, always 
assuming, of course, that .you 
keep within the laws of libel and 
similar statutes. 


These are clays when the world 


at large is engaging in a good 
deal of double talk—saying one 
thing and meaning another—but 
there is plenty of evidence to indi- 
cate that the French government 
means business when it talks of 
freedom of the press. Despite the 
shortage of news print, which has 
to be imported, any legitimate 
newspaper can be started. 


So far as is known the govern- 


ment hasn't refused a single li- 
cense for the starting of a news- 
paper. The result is thatt he capi- 
tal now has three dozen newspa- 
pers, which is twice as many as it 
had before the war.

Naturally Paris can't support so 


many papers, and they are one- 
page affairs. 
Also a goodly num- 


ber are political party organs and 
don't pay their way.

In order to prevent abuses of 


freedom of the press, the govern- 
ment is preparing a new press law 
—something France never had be- 
fore. This will make it obligatory 


to disclose to the public the names 
of all those who are backing a 
newspaper, so that the complexion 
of the paper may be quite clear. 
The law, as projected, also will 
prevent the subsidizing of a news- 
paper.

vided for accepting bribes to pub- 
lish news, or for any similar skull- 
duggery.

The inspiration for this drive for 


freedom of the press isn't hard to 
find. It begins, of course, with the 
Frenchman's -inborn desire 
for 


freedom. But his innate desire had 
a mighty reinforcement during the 
German occupation. 


For five long years under the 


fierce repression of the German 
rule there was no freedom of 
speech or publication. The coun- 
try was told what the Hitlerites 
thought it ought to know. 


Thus as never before did the 


country have impressed on it the 
truth that the more freely legiti- 
mate news is allowed to circulate 
the less chance there is for propa- 
ganda. 


Then, too. towards the end of 


this terrible occupation, a French 
newspaper got hold of a statement 
by Kent cooper, executive direc- 
tor of the Associated Press, advo- 
cating freedom of the press as an 
essential of world peace. He main- 
tained that peace depends., on real 
acquaintance among the peoples 
of the earth, and that this ac- 
quaintance can come only through 
a free exchange of all the news
